The  1991  baseball  season  was  sup- 
posed to  be  a  rebuilding  year  due  to  the 
graduation  of  six  starting  seniors  from 
the  1990  State  Championship  team. 

Rather  than  rebuild,  the  team  just 
reloaded  and  proceeded  to  win  its  sec- 
ond league  and  Berkshire  County  cham- 
pionships. Although  the  team's  dream  of 
repeating  a  State  Championship  was 
halted  in  the  Western  Mass.  Champion- 
ship game  via  a  tough  7-6  loss  to 
Wahconah,  it  was  a  very  successful  year. 
The  19-4  record  is  the  fourth  best  rec- 
ord in  the  history  of  Drury  High  School. 

The  team  was  led  by  its  seniors,  Capt. 
Dan  Trudeau,  Capt.  Rob  Wilson,  Gerry 
Caceras  and  Steve  Lewitt.  Dan  was  se- 
lected as  the  Most  Valuable  Player  in 
Berkshire  County  and  tied  the  school 
record  for  wins  in  a  season  with  8.  His 
overall  record  was  9-1,  with  an  ERA  of 
0.97.  He  also  hit  for  a  .352  average, 
which  included  5  doubles,  4  triples  and 
21  RBI.  Rob  Wilson  was  his  usual  self  at 
second,  with  a  fielding  average  of  .920, 
and  he  did  an  outstanding  job  as  leadoff 
hitter  with  an  on  base  average  of  .571, 


also  breaking  the  school  record  with  25 
walks  for  the  season.  Gerry  Caceras  did 
an  excellent  job  in  centerfield  running 
down  many  potential  base  hits.  He  also 
led  the  team  in  at  bats  (65)  and  runs 
scored  (25).  Our  final  senior,  was  Steve 
Lewitt,  who  did  a  super  job  stopping 
many  hot  shots  to  third.  Steve  also  led 
the  team  in  home  runs  (1)  and  hit  by 
pitches  (3).  Steve  knew  how  to  "take 
one  for  the  team." 

The  team  was  led  offensively  by  Jason 
Moreau  in  eight  different  categories: 
hits  (30),  triples  (4),  home  runs  (1), 
average  .469,  RBI  (33),  slugging  aver- 
age .718,  stolen  bases  (13)  and  honor 
roll  points  158.  Other  team  leaders 
were  Dan  Smachetti  with  the  fewest 
Ks(l)  and  errors  (0);  Sean  McGrath  with 
most  assists  (56);  Dan  Trudeau  most
